35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-70 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is non- 
statutory. 

Independent claims 1, 18, 35 and 54 do not define a tangible result produced by the 
claimed steps. Applying a solution is a not a tangible result. See State Street Bank & Trust Co. 
v. Signature Financial Group Inc., 149 F. 3d 1368, 1374, 47 USPQ2d 1596, 1601-02 (Fed. Cir. 
1998). Accordingly, independent claims 1, 18, 35 and 54 are non-statutory. Claims 2-17, 19-34, 
36-53 and 55-70 are dependent thereon. 

Suggestion: Add a last step to claims 1, 18, 35 and 54 to recite "generating output report 
data representative of the solution" so as to produce a tangible result in the claims.
